Weizman meets Sadat 
and Gamasy in Egypt 

^ Invited by Cairo to hear 

Egyptian views on security

Following Ms talk with Begin, it 
was stated In London that Callaghan 
believes Egypt and Israel will be 
- able to agree an a peace- settlement 
within a few weeks. . 

But the British Government did 
not endorse' the proposals. The 
government felt It was the judge- 
ment of the negotiators that should 
count. 

After briefing Callaghan and 
British Foreign Secretary David 
Owen on the outcome of his 
Washington talks at Chequers, the 
British Prime Minister’s official 
co unt r y residence, Begin conferred 
for a while with an envoy specially 
sent to London by President Valery 
Giacard d'Estaing of France. The 
envoy, Jean -Francois Poncet, who is 
secretary-general of Glscard’s 
private office, is the son of a 
famous French statesman whom 
Begin said he had known. 

The Prime Minister explained that 
Giscard had invited him to atop over 
in Paris for lunch after leaving Lon- 
don but he said he had to refuse 
because his schedule was so tight 
and because he had a meeting with 
Ms cabinet set up for today. But he 
added there would be a chance for 
Mm to visit France some time later 
. when an official invitation is receiv- 
ed. • 

Did this mean an improved era of 
Israel-French relations could be 
foreseen, a French journalist asked. 
Begin replied that he had suggested 
to Poncet that France’s relations 
with Israel could move back to the 
pre-1967 informal alliance between 
the two countries. 

Why Was he meeting with Sadat in 
T«TTnrfH» on Christmas Day, a jour- 
nalist asked. Begin explained that be 
and Sadat had first planned to meet 
- on Thursday but be found hla 
Washington talks were going on 
- longer than be had expected. He said 
he sent a message to Sadat through 
Vance sugges tin g a meeting Mon- 
day, December 26, but Sadat replied 
he had another visitor that day and 
couriered with the Idea of a Christ- 
mas Day parley. 

"We very much hope the whale 
Christian world will approve.” Begin 
said smilingly. 

Before Begin left Washington for 
London. US Secretory General Kurt 
Waldheim spent half an hour on 
Monday afternoon with the Prime 
Minister privately and then faced a 
suite full of reporters for a brief 
description of that talk. 

"We had a useful exchange of 
views,” Waldheim said. "The Prime 
Minister was good enough to inform 
me of his proposals and ideas on the 
subject of the Middle East 
programme. I do not consider it ap- 
propriate to get into any details, but 
I hope these new efforts will bring us 
closer to a lasting peace.”

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Begin to lift veil — just enough — 
at full Cabinet session today

premier Menahexn Begin intends 
to lift the vei] of secrecy from Us 
peace ideas just enough to secure the 
widest possible backing from Ms 
colleagues and his party before he 
leaves for Ismailiya next Sunday, Ms 
aides claimed yesterday. 

At today’s full cabinet meeting, 
tixe Premier will begin to answer the 
multitude of questions arising out of 
his statements in the U.S. and the 
press reports surrounding Ms talks 
with American leaders. Most 
ministers were uninformed of what 
he planned to t~U President Jimmy 
Carter before he left. 

Tomorrow he is expected to allay 
the anxiety expressed in Likud 
circles, with regard to the future of 
Judea and Samaria in particular. 
The ferment In the Likud subsided 
somewhat yesterday, but not the ag;. 
prehension. The Premier will be ask- 
ed to brief the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee, as 
well as the leader of the opposition. 
Labour chief Shimon Peres. Labour 
has launched sharp attacks on Begin 
this week for keeping the parliament 
totally in the dark. 

Deputy Premier Ylgael Tadin 
rallied to Begin's support at a press 


conference in Belt Agron, 
Jerusalem, yesterday (see p. 2). 
Tadin said that since the peace ideas 
which Begin presented to President 
Carter contained "doxena of point* 
and not the six which had been 
published” it waa out of the question 
"to express an intelligent opinion an 
the Incorrect and Incomplete details 
which had Been publication thus 
far.” 

Tadin said that no peace plan 
could serve as a basis for a realistic 
solution unless It enables each side to 
assume that its long-term options 
still remain open. 

Yadls criticised those who at- 
tacked Begin for having "changed 
his mind and abandoned his stated 
policies.” 

"We don’t have election time com- 
ing up. Every party has to measure 
the chances of peace against its es- 
tablished ideology.” Tadin said. 

The Deputy Premier said that 
Begin would have to weigh the 
degree to which he could let more 
people into his plans now against the . 
possible harm this could do to the 
negotiations. 

Before Begin went to Washington, 
Tadin said, he had given the Com- 
mittee of Security Ministers “the In- 
itial points of Ms peace Ideas.” 


Egyptians to boost security at 
Beirut embassy alter attacks 


BEIRUT. — Egypt is sending extra 
security men to Lebanon to help 
protect its embassy staff from bomb 
and rocket attacks, informed 
sources here said yesterday. 

The reinforcements were expected 
to arrive within the next few days 
following an urgent appeal from the 
few diplomats left in the battle- 
scarred embassy in Beirut. 

The news came as explosives ex- 
perts defused time-bombs and 
rockets discovered near the em- 
bassy building in a southern suburb 
of the city for the second time In two 
days. 

The planned attacks were seen as 
a violent reaction against Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat's peace in- 
itiative with Israel. 

Though a large part of the Arab 
world has either declared its support 
for Egypt or joined the hard-line re- 
Jectlonist camp, the oil-rich conser- 
vatives of the Arabian peninsula 
have not yet sided with Sadat or his 
opponents. 

Jordan's King Hussein who reach- 
ed Muscat, Oman, yesterday in his 
current trip which has been describ- 
ed as an effort to restore Arab unity, 
was believed by many observers to 
be seeking to convince other Arab 


nations, especially the conservative 
oil states, of the danger to the Arab 
cause Inherent in forcing Sadat to 
act alone. 

Western analysts, Arab diplomats 
and Palestinian sources all appeared 
to concur that Hussein would be will- 
ing. possibly anxious, to Join current 
peace moves, but not within the con- 
text of the Cairo talks. 

A possible indication that Kuwait, 
at least, does not wish to be iden- 
tified with the anti-Sadat camp, 
could be seen In tbe Kuwaiti 
government’s decision yesterday to 
order the ”al-Ral al-Aam” dally to 
suspend publication for one week 
after the paper published a scathing 
personal attack on Sadat on Monday. 

Among other things, the paper 
compared Sadat unfavourably with 
his predecessor, Gaxnal Abdel - 
Naaser, and said his peace In- 
itiatives stemmed from his efforts to 
escape from Nasser's shadow and 
secure a niche in history for himself. 

Another personal attack on Sadat 
was delivered yesterday by Syrian 
Foreign Minister Abdel-Halim 
Kb add am, who compared the Egyp- | 
tian President to Marshall Henri Re- 
tain the French leader who 
cooperated with the Nazis. i

Cairo delegates

CAIRO (AP). — The cMef delegates 
to the Middle East peace talks here 
took the day off yesterday, as 
preparations began for tile Christ- 
mas Day summit meeting of Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat and 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin.

'Israel must 
quit Sharm 
and Yamit’

CAIRO. — As Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman and Egyptian War

His words seemed to suggest that 
Weizman and his top military aides 
will have some hard bargaining in 
their talks with Gamasy at Alexan- 
dria. 

The source said Weizman would 
remain here at least until this after- 
noon, and probably until tomorrow. 

While adopting an uncom- 
promising line on tbe substance of a 
territorial settlement, tbe highly-' 
placed source seemed markedly en- 
couraged — even excited — by the 
sudden Weizman-Garaasy meeting. 

He said it meant the momentum was 
being maintained at a furious pace, 
and that the two sides wanted to 
hammer out tangible agreements on 
the territorial and security issues 
before the Sad&t-Begto summit. 

This would enable the two leaders, 
at their press conference now 
scheduled for Sunday afternoon to 
Ismailiya, to announce impressively 
significant progress in these areas 
os well os here at the Cairo con- 
ference, where the diplomats and 
lawyers are still Industriously 
thrashing out an agenda for the 
peace conference. 

The conference, according to the 
highly placed Egyptian source, is 
likely to recess briefly after the 
Begin visit, and reconvene at foreign 
minister level about January 3.

MZT ABULi KOM, Egypt. — The 
Israeli delegation to the Cairo talks 
yesterday visited this prosperous 
agricultural village In the central 
Nile delta where President Anwar 
Sadat was born 89 years ago next 
Sunday. 

Israeli sources said tbe delegation 
head. Dr. Eliahu Ben-EUssar, had 
asked to be shown Sadat's home as a 
"gesture of courtesy to the 
president.” 

Young girls and women stood 
shoulder-to-shoulder on roofs 
overlooking the two-lane main street 
and ululated in a high-pitched war- 
ble a joyous welcome as the Israelis 
pulled up in two black official cars. 
Three busloads of newsmen had 
arrlveg 10 minutes earlier. 

Men and boys waved their arms 
and chanted in front of the spot 
where Sadat's bouse once stood. It 
has been replaced by two buildings 
and a garden which he visits several ' 
times a year — one of them a stately 
brick home that is the most solid 
building in tbe village. The president 
still has relatives in the village, its 
population 3,000. 

Ben-Ellssar and Aluf Avraham 
T amir were conducted through a 
bright, airy sitting room with blue- 


and -orange upholstered divans along 
the walls. The third Israeli official, 
Melr Rosenne. was not present. 

The freshly painted mint green* 
walls bore portraits and photographs 
of Sadat, but none of his family. 
Sadat's father had been a clerk in the 
army, and the president had fanned 
the dark fertile. soil near the village. 

“X think I understand the president 
and the Egyptian people better now, 
through understanding the way they 
live and the way they work,” Ben- 
Elissar said. 

The villagers do not live well by 
Western standards. The signs of 
poverty in the region, as In tbe 
capital are overwhelming. 

The village is In an area 90 km. 
north of Cairo In the heart of the 
delta region between the Rosetta' and 
Damletta branches of the swift- 
flowing Nile. 

A young man who spoke to tbe 
visitors in Hebrew explained he had 
learned It In the Egyptian army. 

In his questions he stressed many 
of the subjects frequently raised by 
the Hebrew language services of 
Cairo Radio. 

They included problems concer- 
ning relations between Ashkenazi 
and Sephardi Jews. "Which of yon 


are Ashkenazim and which are 
Sephardim? How do yon get on 
together?” he asked. 

- He appeared surprised to bear 
there was no friction either In the of - 
tidal delegation or In the accom- 
panying press party. 

The region is flat and bright green 
with winter vegetables planted In 
square or oblong fields. Huge cab- 
bages stood in rows long beyond 
picking time, growing from stalks. 
Peasants —feUahin, as they are call- 
ed in Egypt — squatted in the fields 
plucking weeds. Others plowed new 
furrows with water buffalo pulling 
wooden Implements. 

Tractors were scarce and 
domesticated work animals plen- 
tiful. Thefellahtn live in huts of mud 
brick along dozens of stagnant 
irrigation canals. 

Horses pulling tum-of-the-century 
buggies were more common sights 
In the larger towns than 
automobiles. Two black 1949 
Chrysler sedans were In use as tax- 
icabs. 

Sadat's village has only one paved 
road. It was spotted with dung, 
sidestepped by the Israeli officials 
but trampled by the following horde 
of newsmen. (Reuter, UPI)

First Haifa atlas to be published 


Hlstadrut approves 
portfolio division

TEL AVIV. — A meeting of the 
Hlstadrut Central Committee and 
the Alignment faction in the 
organization’s executive yesterday 
unanimously approved the division 
of central committee portfolios as 
proposed earlier this week by' 
Hlstadrut Secretary General 
Yeruham Meshel. 

The trade union portfolio was 
given to Ylsrael Keasar despite the 
fact that it had been formally 
promised to Gideon Ben-Yisrael. 

Ben-Ylsrael himself, who was 
rumoured to have been considering 
resigning, was given two days to 
decide whether to accept the 
economic planning and social affairs 
portfolio, which Meshel offered him. 
But Ben-Ylsrael said last night he 
would not accept this portfolio 
although he would not resign from 
his post in the central committee.

HAIFA. — Twenty-one research 
workers have volunteered their 
scientific efforts towards the 
publication at a complete “Atlas of 
Haifa and Mt Carmel,” a project 
sponsored by Haifa University. 

The team, headed by Dr. Arnon 
Softer and Dr. Baruch Klpnis, both 
of Haifa University, includes experts 
on history from prehistoric to 
modern times, cartography, botany, 
zoology, soil science, ecology, 
economics, urbanology and 
transport. 

No such atlas exists as yet. "There 
Is no comprehensive work on Haifa 
and Mt. Carmel. The 1977 edition of 
the geography textbook used in the 
schools states that there are already 
several shops on Mt. Carmel and the 
standard guidebook on the area, by 
Zeev VflnaJ, was written in 1939,” the 
two team leaders said yesterday. 

The groundwork for the projected 
atlas has already been done and 
within about five months the full 
draft of maps and texts will be 
ready, they said. 

Getting the Alias printed In colour 
as a standard work of lasting value 
called for a ILBOO,OQO budget. Two 
major contributions — IL5Q.OOO each 
from the municipality and the 
Reuven Hecht Fund — - have already 
been received. The scientists are 
contributing their work, much of It 
the fruit of a lifetime of research. 


free of charge, and the Haifa 
Municipality is providing- free 
facilities. The Government Survey 
Department will grant copyright for 
Its maps and print them. 

A public committee is now being 
formed to raise the money for the 
publication through donations and 
advance subscriptions. Klpnis and 
Soffer estimate the cost of the 
volume at IL350 at today's prices. 

. The maps will be bi- lingual, In 
Hebrew and English. The atlas, text 
and tables, covering the area 
between Tirat Carmel, Klryat Tiv’on 
and Acre, will be a useful source of 
Information for decision makers In 
many fields, such as townplanning, 
business, transport, teachers, 
students and guides. 


Refusal to let Egyptian 
plane land here denied 

BEN-GURION AIRPORT (Itlm). — 
Security officials last night denied a 
report that an Egyptian plane carry- 
ing 243 passengers and 13 crew 
members was refused permission to 
land here yesterday because of 
security precautions. 

Airport sources reported that the 
captain of the plane, which was en 
route from Cairo to Jordan, had ask- 
ed to land here after being turned 
back from Amman airport due to fog 
conditions. • 

Security officials said the captain 1 
was asked to wait for an answer to 
his request, > but he meanwhile 
changed Ms mind and told the con- 
trol tower that he had decided to con- 
tinue on to Beirut. 


Fined for announcing 
inspector’s visit

A Jerusalem man was fined ZL7S0 
in the Municipal Court yesterday for 
warning smokers in a cinema house 
that a municipal inspector had. 
entered the auditorium. 

The man spotted the inspector os 
soon as he entered the cinema and 
shouted: "The Municipal Inspectors 
are here! " This enabled smokers to 
put out their cigarettes and 
prevented the inspector from carry- 
ing out his duty. 

The offender was also asked to 
post a IL8.000 bond against a 
recurrence of the offence for a 
period of three years.

Hanover dews 
complain, of 
neo-Nazi threats 

BONN (JTA). — The Jewish com- 
munity in the north German city of 
Hanover has -officially complained 
to the local district attorney about an 
incr.ease in neo-Nazi activities 
against Jews. 

Among the Incidents mentioned In 
the complaint are ‘ 'agitation and dis- 
tribution of provocative literature” 
by members of extreme right-wing 
organizations who meet, on Satur- 
days in the city's shopping centres, 
threats and attacks on Jews by 
groups of men dressed in black 
clothes with skull emblems, and 
"disturbing” telephone calls receiv- 
ed by members of the Jewish com- 
munity.

Israeli sources here -told The 
Jerusalem Post that Israel intends to 
leave a skeleton staff of diplomats 
and technical men here at the Mena 
House during the 4 recess so as not to 
break the physical and psychological 
continuity of tbe conference. 

Tbe hotel Itself has been booked by 
the Egyptian government lor a 
further two weeks (the original book- 
ing will lapse tomorrow), and 
observers anticipate that the book-: 
log will again be extended for many 
long weeks'and even months ahea d. 

For It now seems clear to informed 
observers on both sides that the In- 
tention Is to thrash out the terms of a. 
peace agreement here in Cairo and' 
move to Geneva only as a late and 
almost formal stage. This seems the 
case despite the lip-service which all 
parties assiduously play to the 
Geneva Conference at every oppor- 
tunity. and despite tbe fact that 
Egypt has billed tbe Cairo 
Conference as "preparatory to 
Geneva." 

Egypt's number two negotiator 
here at the Cairo, conference, Dr. 
Usama el-Baz. who' la reputedly the 
link man between the negotiating 
team and Sadat himself, told Egyp- 
tian Television last night that Egypt 
was seeking an agreement with 
Israel “on the principles of a peace 
settlement,” 

The principles, he Indicated, would 

be "comprehensive” — that Is, they 
would relate to all three fronts. 

But Egypt could not negotiate the 
details of a Golan settlement nor of a 
West' Bank-P alestl nlan settlement. 
This would have to be left to the 
Syrians and Palestinians respective- 
ly. he noted. 

His remarks Immediately set off 
renewed speculation that Egypt 
would In the final analysis — if .the 
hardliners refuse to come in later -r- 
go it alone- with Israel in a separate 
agreement 

The highly placed source who 
spoke with The Jerusalem Post con- _ 
tended that Israel's concern over" 
Bab el-Mandeb and the possibility of 
a renewed blockade there imposed 
by, say,' South Yemen, was un- 
founded, and was certainly no 
reason for Israel to insist on main- 
taining its naval and air base at the 
tip at the Sinai peninsula. 

After Egypt signs a" peace agree- 
ment with Israel "the ‘rejection 
front 1 ' will immediately collapse,” he 
predicted derisively. "I wouldn’t 
give Gaddafi two months to survive 
after that. And the Ba’athist regimes 
in Damascus and Baghdad will fall 
too.” 

Other hardliners, Including South 
Yemen, "would quickly fall in -line 
behind Egypt — and the threat to 
Israel's shipping route to the south 
would automatically disappear. 

After all, the source argued, it had 
been at Egypt's behest that the 
straits of Bab el-Mandeb were 
blockaded during the Tom Klppur 
War, and at Egypt's behest that the 
blockade was lifted after the war. 

Once Egypt reoccupied Sharm e-. 
Sheikh — and all the rest of Sinai — 
there would be no political, and thus 
no military, reason for a blockade.

There is also strong reason to believe 
that with regard to oil operations in 
tbe area, Israel will propose some 
form of Israel -Egyptian partnership. 

It is believed that another condi- 
tion wMch still has to be adopted by. 
either the defence minister or the 
Cabinet is (hat any Israeli 
withdrawal be accompanied by a un- 
ilateral reduction of the Egyptian 
armed forces. 

This, they believe, would be both i 
an insurance against hostile intent, 
and a gesture of goodwill. ■ 

With regard to the. West Bank, 
Israeli officials are united in their op- 
position to Israel giving back the 
ridges which run parallel to the Jor- 
dan River. These afford Israel the 
ability to detect, with ample war- 
ning, any hostile move from Jorda- 
nian territory. 

A special problem regarding the 
West Bank will be the need for 
arrangements to contain terrorism 
— a security demand which may be 
met by Israel's insistence on a per- 
manent military presence In the 
area. 

Unclear as yet la whether Israel is 
Insisting that it keep garrisons on the 
Jordan River — a move considered 
unwise by certain defence circles, 
who fear that these pockets of 
soldiers, isolated and cut off from 
Israel, would be vulnerable. 
Observers remember wail the securi- 
ty problems posed by Israel having a 
small isolated garrison stationed on 
Mount Scopus between 1948 and 1967.

The appeal, filed by attorney 
Moshe Ben Ze’ev bn behalf of the - 
party, said it was common 
knowledge in Israel that non-Jews 
voted for Zionist parties like the 
,DMC and were elected to the 
Knesset on their lists. There was no 
distinction of race, nationality, 
religion or sex in Israel’s democratic 
elections, the appeal said. 

The chairman of the Zionist 
Congress court Is Yitzhak Korn of 
the Labour party. Informed sources 
said that Labour might well back the 
DMC appeal. If .Labour In turn got 
support for its own demand to have 
Moshe Dayan's original place trt 
Labour in the May IT Knesset elec- 
tions calculated in Labour’s 
Congress representation.

TEL AVIV. — The way to keep 
moshavnikim down on the farm and 
out of the cities is to bring the city to ■ 
them, a prominent sociologist 
suggested yesterday. 

Prof. Joseph W. Eaton told the in- 
ternational symposium on urban 
planning that the countryside is be- 
ing stabilized In Israel and in other 
well developed countries like the 
U.S. by rurbamsation. He defined 
this as a rural setting into which ur- 
ban elements like industry are in- 
troduced to provide residents with a 
wider choicc,of jobs and services. 

A study carried out in the 
Ta’anach Region for the Settlement 
Study Centre of ftehovot. Prof. 


Eaton said, showed that 76 per cent 
of the husbands in moabavim and 20 
per cent of the wives had part-time 
or full-time jobs in addition to their 
farming activities. 

Although the settlers in the two 
villages studied were Moroccan city 
dwellers brought to the barren 
village sites in 1956 straight from- 
Haifa Port upon arrival In this coun- 
try, only 10 per cent had left the 
villages over the course of the next 
two decades. A major factor in keep- 
ing the remainder on the moshav, 
said Prof. Eaton, was the availabili- 
ty of outside work with which to aug- 
ment their Income and achieve a 
higher standard of living. 

"What they have now is a suburb 
in the country, not just & farm," said 


Prof. Eaton who teaches at the 
University of Pittsburgh and Univer- 
sity of Haifa. The villages are 
sprinkled wtth large villas and many 
of the residents have cars. The 
school at one of these villages, 
Barak, was of such high quality that 
settlers of. European origin in 
veteran -settlements like Kfar 
Yehezkel and Baifouria agreed to 
send their children there after a 
school consolidation.

Finance Minister Siznha . Ehrlich 
yesterday denied having ‘‘any. 
knowledge" of ah agreement by the 
Treasury to allocate ELOOm. to the 
Absorption Ministry for loans to 
, returning emigrants. 

Ehrlich was responding to queries 
by The Jerusalem Poet about an an- 
nouncement to that effect by Ahsorp-- 
tion Minister David Levy during the 
debate on. immigration and' emigra- 
tion In the Knesset on Monday.- 

Levy had told the plenary (Ehrlich 
was not present during this part of 
the session) that funds to help retur- 
ning emigrants buy owing tickets 
and send baggage to Israel would be 
included in the Absorption 
Ministry's new budget starting April 
2 . The amount Involved, accordihgto 
ministry estimates, is EL50m.. 
although Levy did not mention this to 
the plenary,. 

At present, such loans are handled 
by the Jewish Agency. Levy also 
promised that if the go vern ment ap- 
proves bis recent proposal to band 
over all responsibility tor emigrants 
to his ministry, any -new benefits 
would be accorded retroactive from 
next January 1. 


Levy’s spokesman told Thi Post 

that Ekriftch had agreed to allocate 
the funds In a brief meeting between 
the two minister* shortly before the 
Saesoei BMSton. 

But JSbrifeb stated yesterday that 
"I never promised Levy anything, 
not even M agorot He never asked 
me tor anything.” 

The incident came a few months 
after a similar disagreement 
between Levy and Ehrlich over what 
they had. agreed In dis c uss i o ns on 
bundling of immigrant mortgages. 
In the end. the Absorption Ministry 
was authorised to approve loans and 
send referrals directly to the im- 
migrant, without intervention by- 
other ministries. 

Observers commented that 
Ehrlich has been caught between 
conflicting pressures in hie Liberal 
Party and Levy’s Herat. 

Meanwhile. Deputy Prime 
Minister Yigael Ya din told top of- 
ficials of the Absorption Ministry 
yesterday that it would be an "Im- 
possible situation" if any body other 
tviBT^ the government were responsi- 
ble for the absorption of new im- 
migrants. 

In a visit to Levy's office yester- 
day morning as part of a series of 


»»»;>» on ministries that deal with 
social issues, Yadln stated that when 
a Knesset Member asks a 
parliamentary question about im- 
migrants' problems, he should be 
answered by a minister and not be 
referred to some other address- "We 
must not create an enclave of Im- 
migrants who are looked after by 
some outside jurisdiction,” he said. 

Yadin was responding to pleas 
from Levy that the government 
decide immediately whether the 
government or the Jewish Agency 
will handle Immigration and absorp- 
tion. Yadln did not reveal whether he 
favoured a total transfer of respon- 
sibility for both ta the ministry, as 
Levy has been demanding for 
months. 

The deputy prime minister com- 
plained that the state has erred by 
"too often depicting the Immigrant 
and Immigration as If they were a 
burden." Instead, he said, the con- 
tribution from and need for im- 
migration should be emphasized 
. every day. 

Yadin later visited new im- 
migrants in several Jerusalem 
neighbourhoods and spoke with im- 
migrant pupys at the Re ha via Gym- 
nasia, of which he Lb a graduate.

Police investigate 
VIP treatment 
for convict

The police spokesman yesterday 
confirmed that national police 
headquarters are investigating the 
-possible abuse of prison rules In 
which a prisoner was given special 
privileges — such as the use of a 
police car to carry on business. 

The case allegedly concerns 
former prisoner Rami Lev, an earth- 
moving contractor, convicted of 
fraud in connection with Defence 
Ministry contracts. Lev .was 
reportedly transferred from the 
Beersheba prison to the KLabon 
lockup near Haifa, at the request of a 
Haifa police official. The lockup, 
customarily used for suspects under 
remand, is supervised by the police 
rather thyn the Prisons Service. 

While in. the lockup, Lev was 
allegedly given use of a police vehi- 
cle so that he could carry on his 
business. His stay in Haifa reported- 
ly ended abruptly when the Haifa 
police commander learned of the 
matter and sent him back to the 
prison.

Irate investors protest gov’t 
inaction on T.A. bus station 


Two angry crowds of persons who 
had invested Is the new Tel Aviv cen- 
tral bus station burst into the offices 
of Finance Minister Slmha Ehrlich 
In Jerusalem and of Egged in Tel 
Aviv yesterday to back their 
demands for government interven- 
tion to save the mammoth construc- 
tion project. 

Work on construction of the bus 
station complex, Which was to in- 
clude a large shopping centre, has 
been halted for more than a year 
after the consortium of builders 
could not raise the money to com- 
plete the project. The Ministers of 
Finance, Transport, and Justice 
decided last week not to pump 
government money into the bus sta- 
tion, as the former government had 
Intended to. The liquidation 
procedures for the KLkar Levinsky 
company was to proceed in the 
courts, foe ministers said. 

Most of. the .60 persons,. who 
demonstrated yesterday in 
Jerusalem had Invested their money 
in floor-space for shops in the plann- 
ed complex. They burst into toe 
Finance Minister's offices at about 
11 a.m., claiming that because of toe 
government's refusal to take over 


toe company, they would each stand 
to lose hundreds of thousands of 
pounds which they had invested in 
the late 1960s or early 1970s. 

Police were called to toe scene and 
at 12 p.m. Finance Minister Ehrlich 
and Transport Minister Meir Amit 
met with five representatives of toe 
demonstrating investors. Ehrlich 
told them that notwithstanding toe 
ministers' decision not to Intervene, 
the government may reach some 
kind of arrangement with the official 
receiver after the start of liquidation 
procedures. 

Amit told toe representatives that 
though he understands their 
problem, his ministry's budget 
would not allow commitments that 
could total hundreds of millions of 
pounds. 

Later in toe day, another group of 
50 investors burst into the Egged of- 
fices fe Tel Av(v to protest Egged’s 
part ini the failure, of the bus station ' 
project EggetLSolel Boneh and con- 
tractor Arye-PiJz are the 
shareholders in the Kikar Levinsky 
company. After police were called to 
the scene to calm toe irate investors, 
several of their representatives met 
with Egged directors. (Itim)

; ‘Coptic Pope 
not coming 
for Xmas’

Officials in Jerusalem yesterday 
denied that the head of toe Egyptian 
Coptic church would come to 
Jerusalem for Christmas — despite 
press reports to the contrary. 

According to Cairo papers and the 
Arabic press In East Jerusalem, 
Pope Shenouda II, spiritual leader of 
the community which comprises 
about 7 per cent of the Egyptian pop- 
ulation, decided to come following 
the Sadat visit to Jerusalem. Tbe 
Copts are often referred to as the 
original Egyptians, and the Coptic 
language, still used in church ritual, 
was spoken in Egypt before the Arab 
conquest. 

Biit the office of the Coptic 
Archbishop in Jerusalem said no 
visit was planned. One Israeli of- 
ficial pointed out that the office may 
not want to confirm the visit until 
there is no doubt that it will take 
place. There is still some time left 
tor arrangements, as the Copts, like 
the Greek Orthodox, celebrate 
Christmas on January 6. 

Meanwhile Israel Television is 
planning ahead for toe possible visit. 
Nur Edln Etirini, who is in charge of 
Christian and Moslem religious 
ceremonies on Israel TV, said that if 
the Pope comes, his part in toe 
celebration at Bethlehem would be 
broadcast by satellite to Egypt. 

With Christmas day (next Sunday) 
approaching, the Jewish National 
Fund announced that it has dis- 
tributed 1.500 cypress saplings to 
church officials, diplomats and. UN 
personnel for use as Christmas 
trees. Tbe saplings were collected as 
part of the thlnning-out process in 
the JNF's forests. 

Majority of degrees 
In humanities 

More than twice as many students 
received degrees in .the humanities 
than in science last year, according 
to a recent report from toe Central 
Bureau of Statistics. 

The combined total of science and 
engineering graduates — 81.8 per 
cent of all those who received 
degrees last year — comes near to 
but does not equal the total for the 
humanities, which is 34.7 per cent. 

Altogether, 9,800 Israeli students 
were awarded degrees or other 
forms of certification last year. Of 
these, 6,800 completed their first 
degrees, 1,400 the M.A. or 
equivalent, and 330 were awarded 
doctorates. Israel produced 380 
medical doctors during the period, 
and about 1,000 students got 
diplomas, mostly in education. 

The Hebrew University produced 
the most graduates, with 31.8 per 
cent. Tel Aviv University had 24.1 
per cent, 14.7 per cent came from the 
Technion. io.5 per cent from Bar-

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Indonesia releases 
10,000 prisoners 


BURU ISLAND, Indonesia (Reuter). 
— Indonesia yesterday released 10.- 
000 of its political prisoners, in- 
cluding 1,500 who sailed to freedom 
from this remote penal Island after 
12 years of detention without trial. 

The prisoners, who were forced to 
grow their own food in the steaming 
swamps and Jungles of this tropical 
island in the Moluccas group, over 
2,000 kilometres from the Indonesian 
capital, Jakarta, were given new 
clothes and leather shoes and put on 
board two warships. 

Their departure for Surabaya, 
Java, and a Christmas reunion with 
their families was the most dramatic 
part of President Suharto's 
programme to erase the memory of 
a bloody but abortive Communist 
coup 12 years ago. Over 500,000 peo- 
ple died In its violent aftermath. 

The 10.000 prisoners, alleged hard- 
core Communists and sympathizers, 
were set free across the country in a 
move which could help improve In- 
donesia's ties with Communist coun- 
tries. 

A further 20,000 prisoners remain 
in camps throughout the country, but 
tbe government has promised to 
release them within two years. 


Foreign journalists allowed to visit 
the penal colony for the past three 
days heard many complaints from 
prisoners about living conditions. 

But on their release ail detainees 
repeated an oath of allegiance which 
also condoned all government ac- 
tions against them. It ended with the 
words: "I swear, without any 
pressure from anyone and of my own 
free will." 

The releases have been attacked 
fay foreign human rights 
organizations such as the London- 
based Amnesty International on the 
grounds that many, if not most, 
prisoners will be unable to return to 
their former home towns. 

The government has said that 
prisoners who are not reaccepted 
Into their families and do not And 
employment in their home towns will 
be resettled outside over-populated 
Java under a general transmigra- 
tion programme. 

The government believes that 
released prisoners who are unable to 
find employment — in a country 
where unemployment Is estimated 
at up to 40 per cent — might easily be 
swayed by radical movements. 


Delay in oil price decision seen as 
Opec conference opens in Caracas 


CARACAS i API. — Venezuela's President Carlos Andres 
Perez yesterday asked the major oil exporting countries 
of the world to raise prices by 0 to 8 per cent next year and 
dedicate the added revenue to paying off some of the 
debts of the world's poorest nations. 

In his opening address to the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, Perez estimated that 
these debts total 21S0b., four times the total of 1973. 

“The lesser ability of these countries to pay even the in- 
terest on these debts and the decrease in the buying 
power of the hinds they do earn threaten a catastrophe," 
he said. 

The 13 OPEC countries are meeting here to set prices 
for 3978. 

Before the first session the president of OPEC, Abdul 
Aziz Bin-Khalifa al-Thani, of Qatar, told newsmen that 
the three choices before OPEC were to raise prices 
moderately, freeze them for six or 12 months or take 
prices off the-agenda for consideration some other time. 

The last course would leave the matter unresolved, but 
would not as same believe, constitute a de facto freeze. 
Any Anal Increase could easily be backdated, and there 


are many precedents for this. 

Immediately after the Perez speech, al-Thani adjourn- 
ed the meeting tor tour hours. 

Though he declined to be drawn out during Ms morning 
press conference, al-Thani put much more stress than, 
had other sources on the possibility of delaying a price 
decision. 

Perez also referredm Ms speech to the possibility of an 
extraordinary session of Opec to discuss his loan- 
repayment proposal, adding fuel to the Idea of & delay in. 
price-setting. 

Al-Thani also said that he found the idea of shifti n g 
away from the dollar in setting oil prices “ideal and prac- 
tical, " but he said that his judgment was that the current 
weakness In the dollar would be resolved “In coming 
months ... possibly by the end of the first quarter” next 
year. 

He said chat the price issue could be settled “within two 
or three hours," but then said that the Opec meeting 
could last a day or two, the usual schedule. 

The 33 Opec oil ministers are to take up the price Issue 
today.

Vietnam to release prisoners 
in 'goodwill gesture’ to U.S. 



PARIS (UPI). — In a set of goodwill 
gestures, Vietnam announced 
yesterday It will carry on its talks 
with Washington about establishing 
normal relations, release a captured 
American yacht before the new year 
and learn U.S. techniques for iden- 
tifying war dead. 

The decisions were announced at 
the end of the third two-day round of 
talks this year between President 
Carter's chief troubleshooter for 
Vietnamese problems, Richard 
Holbrooke, ana Vietnam 'a veteran 
peace negotiator. Deputy Foreign 
Minuter Phan Hlen. 

Winding up more than eight hours 
of talks at the Vietnamese embassy, 
the two delegations announced in 
largely Identical terms: 

• Their third meeting in Paris thin 
year — the previous having been 


held in May and June — was "frank, 
positive and cordial" and they will 
hold a new meeting at a mutually 
agreed date and place. 

• Hanoi informed Holbrooke that 
the three crew members of the U.S. 
yacht BrlUlg, captured by tbe Viet- 
namese coast guard on October 12, 

' will be freed and returned home 
before the year's end. Hanoi thus 
dropped previous threats to try the 
Americans aboard for drug traf- 
ficking. 

• To help improve Its technique of 
identification . of war dead — 2,250 
Americans are still missing In Viet- 
nam — Hanoi agreed to send a team 
of experts to the Central Identifica- 
tion Laboratory and the Joint 
Casualty Resolution Centre in 
Hawaii next spring. 


U.S. attacks 
'extravagant’ 
UN spending 

UNITED NATIONS (AP). — The 
U.S. said on Monday it will abstain 
from voting for the 1978-79 UN 
budget and may oppose future 
budgets unless "extravagant” 
programmes are restricted and 
“outmoded and obsolete" ones are 
cancelled. ' 

The U.S. already voted against 40 
per cent of the appropriation 
proposals now before the. budget 
committee. The committee votes on 
appropriations In sections and the 
package 1 a then sent to the General 
Assembly for final approval. 

UJS. Congressman Lester Wolff 
told the budget committee the UN 
should keep salaries for personnel 
“in line” and reschedule the budget 
assessments of member states. 

Wolff said, “My government will 
be compelled to consider very 
seriously voting against the full UN 
budget presentations In the future" 
unless there Is fiscal restraint and a 
Change in the assessment structure, 
under which the U.S. now pays 25 per 
cent of tbe UN budget — about 
2100m. a year. 

The percentage was aet by the 
General Assembly in 1972 and is the 
largest for any country. 

Wolff expressed **a great disap- 
pointment" that Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim had failed to take ac- 
tion on Assembly resolutions to set 
spending priorities. He also said it 
was not "prudent" of Waldheim to 
upgrade certain staff positions with 
higher pay in the absence of a study 
justifying it. 


Dutch jail 
West German 
terrorist 

UTRECHT. Holland (Reuter). — A 
Dutch court yesterday sentenced 
West German urban guerrilla Rout 
Folkerts to 20 years* imprisonment 
for the murder of a policeman, rejec- 
ting arguments that he was a 
resistance fighter against im- 
perialism. 

Folkerts, a leading member of the 
Red Army Faction, once also known 
as the Baader-Melahof gang, chose 
to stay out of the courtroom as the 
verdict of the three-man bench was 
read. 

Police with steel helmets, carbines 
and bullet-proof vests patrolled in- 
side and outside the court building. 
Nearby streets were sealed off and 
all journalists and spectators were 
searched as they entered the 
building. 

The court found the 25-year-old 
German guilty of the “cold-blooded 
and premeditated" murder of Detec- 
tive Sergeant Arie Kxanenburg, 4 6, 
shot in the back in a gunbattle on 
September 22. (Reuter, UPI) 


French police rob 
old widow 

PARIS (Reuter). — Three 
policemen robbed an 80-year-old 
widow at more than 50,000 francs 
fHJ.57,000) last week. 

The Interior Ministry admitted 
yesterday the three had not been 
crooks in disguise, but real 
policemen. It refused to give their 
names, but said they had been 
suspended pending investigations. 
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Pope condemns 
terrorism, 
world violence 

VATICAN CITY. — Pope Paul said 
in his 1978 peace message yesterday 
that violence was spreading 
throughout the world and becoming 
an everyday part of life. 

In his Uth annual day of peace 
message, the 80-year-old Pontiff 
roundly condemned "pitiless 
terrorism" and "deplorable forms of 
repression." 

"Our war against war has not yet 
been won," -the Pontiff declared, 
"and our 'yes' to peace is rather 
something wished for than 
something real." 

Then he cited, apparently referr- 
ing to the Middle East, the possibili- 
ty of future conflicts "in many 
geographical and political situations 
which have not been settled in just 
and peaceful solutions." 

The Pope devoted a third of his 
message to denouncing violence — a 
major theme of his 14-year reign. 

Demirel gov’t 
losing support 

AN \RA (Reuter). — Two more 
parliamentary deputies resigned 
from Premier Suleyman Demirel \s 
Justice Party (JP) yesterday, bring- 
ing the tripartite epalitlon 
government's seats in the 450- 
member lower house of the 
assembly down to 218. 

The two deputies, Enver Akova 
and Ahmet Karaaslan, are expected 
to join a new group which comprises 
nine others who have quit the JP and 
one original independent. 

Tbe 10 issued a joint declaration at 
the weekend, criticizing the JP 
leadership for continuing the present 
coalition, and stating they would 
support a government “which up- 
holds Turkey's national Interests.” 
The opposition Republican 
People's Party (BPP), which is the 
biggest single group in the lower 
house with 214 seats, is now even 
closer to a return to power. 

Canada to cut 
trade ties with 
S. Africa 

OTTAWA (AP), — Canada said on 
Monday it will end all government- 
support for commercial relations 
with South Africa, including 
withdrawing commercial consuls at 
Cape Town and closing the Canadian 
consulate at Johannesburg. 

The government’ also will cease 
the support given by its Export 
Development Corp. to companies 
trading with South Africa and will 
prepare a code of ethics for any 
Canadian companies operating in 
the country, Foreign Secretary Don 
Jamieson told the House of Com- 
mons. 

Jamieson said government 
representatives will remain in the 
capital, Pretoria, since it would not 
be advisable to sever all diplomatic 
relations. 

Meanwhile, the South African 
Defence Minister said in Pretoria 
yesterday that France has told South 
Africa it cannot honour certain 
defence contracts — believed to in- 
clude the supply of submarines.

Dr. Khan said in a telephone Inter- 
view that he met Ulani during a 
pilgrimage to Mecca a year ago. 

"The pilgrims were hanging 
around him like bees around honey," 
Dr. Khan said. Since then, Ulani has 


visited Dr. Khan in Germany twice. 

Although Ulani 1a stooped, he has 
good eyesight and hearing and his 
mind is clear. Dr. Khan said. 
Photographers who took pictures of 
the two tossing a ball with several of 
Dr. Khan's seven children this week 
said they had the same impression. 

Dr. Khan said Ulani was born In an 
alley In the Karakoram mountain 
range on the border between 
Pakistan and China on December 28, 
1823.

AMSTERDAM (API. Shipyard 
workers are putting the finishing 
touches on a 512m million 65-metre 
luxury yacht being built in the 
Netherlands for lung Khaled of 
Saudi Arabia. 

Among other things, the yacht has 
three decks, a helicopter platform, 
an operating room, a swimming 
pool, a sauna, a barber shop and a 
gymnasium. "It Is without doubt the 
most luxurious yacht that has ever 
been built,” said H.C. Van Gerven, 
managing director of the Van Lent 
shipyards company at Kaag, some 
32 kxn. south of here. 

All fixtures on board the yacht are 
gold plated, and a leading French 
designer took care of the 
decorations. The vessel has four 
royal suites complete with separate 
bedrooms, sitting rooms and 


bathrooms. There are also six double 
guest rooms for persons described as 
“non-royal” visitors. 

The builders are still readying the 
yacht, but in about two weeks it will 
sail from tbe inland port of Kaag to 
Ijmuiden near Amsterdam for a 
final inspection. 

If everything la acceptable, the 
yacht will then be sailed to Saudi 
Arabia by Sir John Onslow, a Briton 
associated with tbe Van Lent com- 
pany for many years. He will also 
command the vessel for the king dur- 
ing its first year in the water.

LONDON (AP). — The Soviet Union 
may be woridng on a "lightning- 
like" energy ray weapon 
remarkably like the “ray gun" of 
science fiction, the editor of “Jane's 
Weapon Systems” claims In a 
forward to the 1978 edition to be 
published tomorrow. 

Analyzing the delicate balance 
between the superpowers, editor 
Ronald T. Pretty also said it is vital 
for the U.S. to press ahead with the 
development of the neutron bomb 
until there is concrete evidence that 
the Soviet Union has no plana for 
deploying a similar weapon. 

“The boxer who enters the ring 
with one hand tied behind his back — 
for whatever high moral purpose — 
gets no bonus points from the Judges, 
and also stands a very good chance 
of losing the bout," he warned critics 
of defence spending in the West. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter, who 
is pondering a final decision on the 
neutron bomb, got another message 
from the editor of the authoritative 
reference book: 

■America's European allies, living 
close to the Soviet and Warsaw Pact 
military threat, need their own 
stockpile of U.S. cruise missiles. 

The 1,000-page "Jane's Weapon 
Systems” is one of a series of Jane's 
reference works oh military and 
civilian transport and weapons, and 
is compiled by Pretty and his 
editorial staff from both official and 
unofficial sources. 

Discussing the emergence of a new- 
ray-like weapon that coaid obliterate 
a target with a powerful beam of 
energy. Pretty said a U.S. Air Force 
scientific intelligence committee is 
reported to have evidence that com- 
ponents of the Soviet version have 
already been tested, but conclusive 


data are lacking. 

The existence of a completed 
“directed energy weapon" is so far 
unconfirmed and U-S. defence ex- 
perts disagree cm what progress the 
Soviets are making, he added. 

<Be said the weapon could replace' 
the anti-ballistic missile (ABM) as 
the next form of nuclear defence. 

Two types are envisioned; the 
laser beam, using amplified light 
waves, an d th e . “charged particle 
beam" or GPB. ' 

A CPB weapon, possibly powered 
by nuclear., fusion, would send & 
stream of atomic particles toward 
Its target at the speed of light, 
delivering destructive levels of 
energy. . 

The danger to the West may not be 
immediate, said- Pretty, thanks to 
the U.S --designed cruise missile 
which can be launched from air, 
land, or submarine, hugging-tfce 
terrain and dodging detection as it 
flies toward its target. 

The low-flying .cruise should be 
able td skirt both conventional AEM 
defences and. to all probability, any 
CPB energy -beam, defence the 
Soviets deploy, the editor said. 

But the U.S. is nevertheless fun- 
ding research into both laser and 
CPS technology as •&- precaution, he 
reported. 

"Our own view on CPB weapons is 
that for those who fear their develop- 
ment, the sooner we bear that they 
will not work,, the better. Tbe longer 
news of progress toward an answer 
one way or another is withheld, the 
greater the chances are that either 
the Soviet Union or the U.SJL has 
succeeded,” said Pretty. 

Top American defence experts dis- 
agree on how close the Soviets are to 
creating the new device, he said.

Now his local clinic 
pharmacy not only carries the drug, 
but allows the patient to pick it up 
once a month.

retired on pension after 32 years with 
the newspaper. Hia grade had been 
let vai* plus — at least his pension 
fund dues had been based on this 
grade. When it came to payment of 
the pension, the pension fund said be 
would receive a stipend based on tet 
vav — thus depriving him of IL50 
each month. 

(In this case, the pension fund is 
standing firm. It has a right, it 
claims, to charge dues at one rate 
and pay benefits at another — using 
jbhe difference to make the fund look 
better financially.) 

* The Histadrut has a depart- 
ment called "Generation to 
Generation" (Dor I’dor ) which 
grants small pensions (about IL65 a 
month) to persons who have no other 
income except national * Insurance 
benefits. Yet, this fund does not go 
out of its way to advertise its ex- 
istence — and many Histadrut 
members are not even aware of its 
existence. Admittedly, IL65 a month 
Is not much money, but it still can 
buy milk and bread. 

"You would think thi« pension fund 
is in business Just to see itself grow 
— not to help the needy,” Grossman 
says. In this specific case, interven- 
tion resulted In a retroactive pen- 
sion. 

• Then there is the "divorcee's 
section,” to help mothers with child 
maintenance payments. Moat court 
decisions today Hnir .maintenance to 
the cost-of-living Index, which 
means that every six months (now 
every three), the mother has to 
figure out the sum due her from the 
former breadwinner. Then she has to 
go to the Court's Execution Office to 
enforce payment. 

The department now does this 
paper work for Histadrut divorcees, 
thus helping them both with the sum 
and the Execution Office. 

"We even perform this service for 
non-Hi stadrut divorcees — for a 
small fee of IL100. After all, we are 
trying to get new members, divorc- 
ed, single or married,” 'Grossman 
comments.

population. A discovery that came to 
light In Sweden during these studies 
may have some parallel with the - 
current Israeli episode. This was the 
finding of a large number of 
neurological reactions after vaccina- 
tion concentrated Into one particular 
three-month period. This led one 
eminent medical scientist Involved 
to comment that it looked to him as If 
a common agent, which had nothing 
to do with the vaccine directly, had 
been activated in some way by it, 
and was responsible for this sudden 
upsurge. 

If we bear In mind tills sort of 
evidence and opinions, where does it 
leave us regarding the current status 
of whooping cough vaccine — not 
withstanding temporary difficulties 
which may require the withdrawal of 
a particular consignment of triple 
vaccine containing it? I can do no 
better than to briefly quote some of 
the conclusions reached in the report 
published earlier this yezu; by a very 
high-powered -British medical com- 
mittee. It dealt in depth with the 
whole question of whooping cough, 
its effectiveness and the risks 
associated with immunization; This 
learned committee came out strong- 
ly in favour of continuing such im- 
munization programme beginning at 
the age of three months. It emphasiz- 
ed strongly the protection that this 
provides for the very young against 
. a serious disease. Its unequivocal 
opinion was that the benefits of such 
immunization far outweigh the risks 
of any untoward reaction. 

The committee did, however, 
detail a list of circumstances in 
vhich it advised vaccination to be 
deferred or witheld altogether. The 
most common Is a child with any ill-, 
ness accompanied by fever. In this 
situation, immunization should be 
postponed until the child has com- 
pletely recovered. 

With these recommendations In. 
mind, let us hope that the correct 
"triple" trouble is quickly overcome 
so that we can resume the routine in- 
fant immunization programme as 
soon as possible. 


‘Overtures for peace 
were not surprising’

WHEN President Sadat announced 
his intention of flying .to Jerusalem 
last month, there was one Israeli 
who did not have to force himself to 
suspend disbelief. 

"I was not surprised.” 8 ays Prof. 
Andre Chouraqui. "I was happy but 
not surprised.” 

It was Chouraqui 'b own visit to 
Morocco last March as an official 
guest of King Hassan that led him to 
expect that the engine of peace was 
picking up an inexorable momen- 
tum. Chouraqui. a scholar and a 
form er deputy -mayor of Jerusalem, 
wad the first Israeli ever openly to 
receive an invitation from an Arab 
' head of state. In their conversation, 
the king proposed alliance between 
the Arabs with their oil and popula- 
tion resources and Israel and the 
Jewish world with their 
technological, financial and military 
abilities. 

"When I was invited by King 

PTnnwan i was certain that we had 
reached a dramatic turning point In 
relations between Israel and the 
Arab countries. It was a sign of a 
new Arab outlook.” 

Chouraqui accused the Israeli 
leadership, however, of not being 
prepared to recognizfe that sign. 
When he informed the Israeli 
authorities of his Invitation, says 
Chouraqdi. he was asked not to 
accept by Shlomo Avineri, the then 
director-general of the Foreign 


Ministry, who said he was speaking 
on behalf of Premier Yitzhak Rabin 
and Foreign Minister Ylgsi Allan. 

Chouraqui was not dissuaded but 
he says that ."a famous Jewish 
writer" who had received an invita- 
tion from President Sadat to visit 
Egypt declined after being advised 
by Jerusalem authorities not to go. 
Chouraqui refused to identify the 
writer. 

"The truth is that the Israeli 
leadership didn't understand the 
Arab world and the realities of Arab 
thinking and made lots of mistakes. 
When Sadat told Dayan last month 
that he had offered peace in 1971. 
Dayan said he thought he had not . 
been serious. Now Sadat has obliged 
the leadership to recognize these 
realities. If we were more open to the 
Arab world we would have had peace 
much earlier.” 

Since the 1967 war, says Choura- 
qui. he has predicted that peace 
could come “anytime from 
tomorrow to 30 years.” The Arabs 
want peace, he says, because they 
need peace. "They rightly see that 
war would be a catastrophe for 
everybody, including themselves.” 
In addition, he believes that the Arab 
leaders do not want to see the Middle 
East conflict exploited by the Com- 
munists for their own needs. 
"Moreover they also have this 
messianic political vision of Jewish-

Arab cooperation cha n gi n g the trend 
of history." 

Chouraqui is a principal exponent 
of that vision. "Whatever we have to 
give up fin territories) we will get 
back a thousand-fold in the benedic- 
tion of peace.” 

Former French Premier Pierre 
Mendes-France who was here during 
Sadat's visit acknowledged to 
Chouraqui afterwards that he had 
thought him naive tor predicting 
Arab- Jewish reconciliation. "You 
were realistic," said Mendes- 
France, "because like Ben-Gurion 
you believed in miracles.” 

Says Chouraqui today: "I still 
believe in miracles.”

A REFINED E VENING 


MUSIC REVIEWS 


TEC ISRAEL WOODWIND QUINTET 
with Fates, gahman — piano. French 
Music (run Bale ta Sextet, (Haifa, Beth 
Santo, Deeunkr U), Debauy: Syrinx 
fer Flute Solo; Dukas: VUmeDe tor Born 
and Hum; MlUakud: Butte fee Oboe, 
Clarinet and Plano: Saint-Saem: Caprice 
Op.79 for Flute, Oboe, Oarinet and Plsao; 
Ibert; Three Short Pieces for Woodwind 
Quintet; Fouknc; Sextet for Plane and 
Woodwind Qumtet. 

The varied programme, consisting 
mainly of rarely performed im- 
pressionistic competitions, opened 
with the refined reading of 
Debussy's Syrinx for Flute Solo. The 
Vilanelle was a pleasant contrast, 
revealing Dukas' impressionism but 
also the characteristic clarity of his 
style. Milhaud's suite was given a 
clear and refined Interpretation; the 


Caprice, based on Danish and Rus- 
sian themes was thoroughly en- 
joyable. 

In the second part of the evening, 
the quintet (with Ze'ev Dorman 
replacing M. Reehtman, who is on a 
Sabbatical) sparklingly performed 
Ibert’s Short pieces, witty and rich in 
inventive , freshness. Good balance, 
rhythmic allveness, clarity, colour 
and musical phrasing added up to 
a very good performance of the 
Poulenc sextet. * , 

Pnlna Salzman's contribution in 
this varied programme, calling for 
wide ranging abilities, added con- 
trast and tension to the Woodwind 
ensemble. The whale team Is to be 
praised for presenting this quite un- 
usual and refined programme.

Successful IPO venture 


THE ISRAEL PHILHARMONIC 
ORCHESTRA — “OF PEOPLE AND 
BOUNDS” special concert NoJ, MtaU 
Sheriff, commentator, narrator mad con- 
ductor; Uri Shoh&m, dote (Tel Aviv. Moan 
Auditorium, December IB). Each: Suite 
NejflnB Minor for flute sad strings; Bait 
tab: “The Miraculous Mandarin” (stele);

READING about composers in 
books actually detaches people from 
the music.” said Noam Sheriff in his 
introductory words to this new IPO 
“Of People and Sounds” series. Its 
goal, he explained, was to 
reestablish a close connection 
between the music and the person 
behind it. I was extremely curious 
how Sheriff would manage this not at 
all easy task. 

As a moderator, Sheriff has been 
extremely witty and clever, and at 
other times, has rambled hopelessly 
without saying anything. This time 
he seemed to have prepared his 
homework thoroughly. 1 regret that 
he had nothing to say about the Bach 
suite. For all the other works, he 
came up with interesting and at 
times highly original commentary. 
The programme was well chosen. 
Particularly praiseworthy was the 
inclusion of “The White Peacock" by 
Griff ea, an American composer un- 
known to this critic. Grlffes (for a 
while, at least) was the American 
impressionist. "The White 
Peacock. ” written as a jriano peace

(part of a Suite called “Four Roman 
Sketches") in 1910-1913 is incredibly 
gimfliar to Debussy, but also points 
to what Groffe did later In his 
"Grand Canyon.” 

Unfortunately, most of the music 
sounded under-rehearsed. The 
strings in the Bach and the Mahler 
were third-rate. In the Bartok, the 
orchestra Impressively relayed the 
spirit, story and musical symbolism 
of the piece, but lacked accuracy of 
detaiL Griff es, on the other hand was 
done with great charm and Imagina- 
tion. It was the most satisfactory 
piece of the evening. 

Sheriff,- explaining the harmonic 
structure of the Mahler, particularly 
its constant use of retards (retarded 
notes) , said they expressed Mahler's 
feelings toward Alma SchindJer- 
Mahler, whom he married In 1902, 
the year he completed the "fifth.” 
The composer wished his love to be 
unending — hence the retards. As a 
result of this Interpretation, Sheriff 
fell Into a trap. He took an extremely 
slow tempo and could not muster the 
Interpretations! breadth and Im- 
agination to lead the piece on its 
lengthy journey. The Adagletto had 
no continuity and fell into pieces. 

Yet this concert was a success, 
despite Its shortcomings. And so will 
be thin new IPO series If Sheriff 
chosea his pieces carefully and talks 
wisely, and the orchestra acts with 
respect, giving the conductor enough 
rehearsal time.

Amcor has about 70% of the 
refrigerator market, and one third of 
the air-conditioners market. But not 
so well known to the public is that the 
company is now producing a diver- 
sified line of products which includes 
such items as insect control devices, 
car air-ionizers, solar systems and 
aircraft frame and engine com- 
ponents. 

There has been a quiet revolution 
taking place at Amcor In the past 
few years. The company employs 
some 1,500 individuals, and 1976/77 
sales were in the order of TT-m 
million. Exports last year reached 
the 53m. mark, and company es- 
timates for the current fiscal year 
place the export forecast at 54.5m. — 
a rise of 50%. 

Ory Bernstein, one of the two 
managing directors of Amcor, 
represents a second generation 
tradition. His father founded the 
company in 1948, primarily to 
produce refrigerators from Im- 
ported components. The company's 
shares are divided among Ampa 
Ltd.. Ha’argaz Ltd., the Israel Group 
and the Shalom Group of New York. 

The personable 40-year-old 
manager, a lawyer by profession, 


began his Interview with The 
Jerusalem Post by contemplating 
what effect an Egyptl&n-Israejl 
peace treaty would have on his com- 
pany. 

“Can you Imagine If instead of 
shipping boatloads of refrigerators 
(to Europe) we could ship carloads 
of our products to Egypt- As it is, we 
export to Germany, and our highly 
competitive prices would allow us to 
become the major supplier for the 
growing Egyptian market,” Berns- 
tein said. 

Peace treaty notwithstanding, 
Bernstein hopes to expand exports to 
reach a target of 120m. by 1982. 
Prominent in his future plans is the 
production of water heating solar- 
heat collectors. Amcor has succeed- 
ed in reaching know-how 
agreements with countries In South 
America and the Far East, as well as 
with South Africa. 

Amcor prides itself on being the 
country’s largest home appliance 
producer. Last year it sold 12.000 
television sets. In fact the company 
has captured 30 per cent of the local 
market. 

In the past ten years the Amcor 
Group's sales have gro w n ten-fold. 
Estimates for the coming year are 
for an increase in the order of 35%. 


Comeuppance for lazy civil servant 


It took no less than the Supreme 
Court to fire an employee of the 
Communications Ministry who spent

Further dollar 
slump angers 
Europeans 


LONDON (Reuter). — The dollar 
slumped a gaiTi on the European 
foreign exchange markets yesterday 
in as atmosphere of uncertainty and 
increasing anger at the U.S. 

"The dollar is fast going down the 
drain and nobody seems to care," 
said a leading London dealer, con- 
cerned about the lack of intervention 
by the U.S. authorities. 

In Zurich, banka were offering 
customers less than two Swiss francs 
per dollar. . 

Several centres in West Europe 
reported heavy buying of Swiss 
francs, which is a traditional 
"haven” currency in times of 
foreign exchange anxiety. 

The dollar has been sliding despite 
intervention by the European cen- 
tral banks, and the Europeans have 
been calling for some response from 
Washington to the dollar's troubles. 

Last week the chairman of West 
Germany's largest commercial 
bank, Wllfried Guth of the Deutsche 
Bank, said a firm policy was urgent- 
ly needed from President Carter. 
The West German central bank, the 
Bundesbank, warned that the 
accelerated slide of the dollar had 
weakened the competitiveness of the 
West German economy. 

A falling dollar makes America's 
exports cheaper and helps towards 
easing the huge trade deficit which 
the U.S. has run up against the out- 
side world. It la this deficit which has 
caused most of the downward 
pressure on the dollar in recent 
months. 

But other countries- have com- 
plained that intervention to stabilize 
the dollar puts a strain on their own 
economies and hits at their own ex- 
port competitiveness.

Market watchers said several fac- 
tors appeared to. be weighing on the 
market, which posted a loss of more 
than 14 points in the Dow index in the 
previous three sessions.

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Dead Sea Works tops list 
of most profitable industries

TEL AVIV. — A listing of the 23 in- 
dustrial concerns traded on the stock 
exchange and their "profitability," 
the ratio of net recorded earnings' to 
net sales, has just been published by 
International Consultants, an af- 
filiate of Bank Leumi. 

The concerns are listed according 
to their net sales (the same basis 
used by Fortune Magazine), and 
International Consultants notes that 
the list Is not complete, since "many 
of Israel’s largest industrial con- 
cerns, such as T&diran , or the OU 
Refineries, are either not quoted, or 
belong to one of the major invest- 
ment companies, such as Koor or 
Cl al. 

Topping the list (based on the last 
balance sheet, generally that of 
March 31. 1977. but sometimes of 


December 31. 1976) are the Dead Sea 
Works, with total sales of IL843m. 
They are followed by Paper Mil l s , 
with sales of £L588m., Alliance, 
XLS55m.. Shemen, ZL520zn., Elite, 
and IL436m. and Fertlizers and 
Chemicals, XL425m. 

However, to moat cases there la lit- 
tle relation between net sales and 
profitability. For example, although 
the Dead Sea Works has the highest 
profitability; 19.3 per cent. Paper 
Mills has one of only 1.4 per cent. 
Alliance, of 4.2 per cent, Shemen of 
0.2 per cent, Elite of 6.6 per cent and 
ILiaem. and Fertlfzers and 
Chemicals, IL425m. 

Some of the smaller companies, 
such as Teva (sales of IL240m.) have 
a profitability of 8.2 per cent, and 
Polgat (sales of £L283m.) has a 
profitability of 8.6 per cent. 


Ministers may get 10-25% raise 


The Knesset Finance Committee 
this week will decide on raising the 
salaries of ministers and deputy 
ministers. The rise Is expected to be 
between 10 and 25 per cent. 

Deputy ministers are likely to get 
80 per cent of a cabinet minister’s 
salary, which for the past year and a 
half has been IL13,200 a month gross. 
This does not include the use of the 
official car, or hotel and meal ex- 
penses. The use of the official car Is 
estimated as IL1,800 a month of per- 
sonal income. The amount has not 
been adjusted since the income tax 
reform of July 1875. 

The chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, Shiomo Lortoez, told the 
press this week that the committee 
also - plans to abolish official 


residences tor ministers, excepting 
the Prime Minister and Foreign 
Minis ter. This, he said, would save 
considerable amounts for invest- 
ment and maintenance of official 
residences. Ministers wlU have to 
rent fiats or live to hotels, and will be 
reimbursed tor their expenses. 

The Committee also plans to in- 
clude in the ministers’ salaries — 
which may come to ILL6,000 and 
HAS, 500 for deputies — all the 
customary emoluments, except car 
expenses. The emoluments, such as 
literature allowance, will no longer 
be detailed. This means that pension 
rights will be raised, because they- 
are based on the basic salary. 

The Committee has not yet reach- 
ed a consensus on how much to raise 
the ministers' salaries.

I CONSISTENCY IS THE hobgubUn of little minds, Is what Prime 
Minister Begin might have told critics of His ast on is h i n gly In- 
novatory solution for the problem of the administered areas. 

In fact his response to an Israel Television reporter’s query 
about the profound change he bad wrought In his previous stand, 
was not very dissimilar. What did it matter, he said, so long as It 
helped advance the nation on the road to peace. A- most cogent 
argument indeed, as anyone who cares for peace — and that in- 
cludes virtually every citizen of this country — must concede. 

To be sure, Mr. Begin could have saved himself some 
fores eeable aggravation had hejeome to realize somewhat 
earlier the necessity for change.' From the moment he assumed 
office, if not sooner, it should have been obvious to him that the 
coalition guidelines, like the Likud's platform, would prove an 
embarrassing burden, should the possibility of peace with our 
neighbours ever come within reach. 

But it is still no wonder that so many Likud MKs — and par- 
ticularly in the He rut taction — voiced concern until their per- 
sonal faith in the Prime Minister stilled, if not suppressed, their 
anxieties. As they see it, they were elected only last May on a 
pledge of keeping Judea and Somaxla forever Israel. Now It 
turns out that, without warning, their leader has forgone — and 
not as a final concession, but as an Initial bargaining position — 
any exclusive claim to that history-laden area. 

Another aspect of the plan which appears to have settled 
many Likud MKs is the suggestion that Jews and Arabs should 
have the same right to settle all over the Land. Now that Mr. 
Begin has translated this vacuous rhetoric into the language of 
specific commitment, infinite dismay follows. 

As a result, the entire philosophy of settlement is meeting its 
roughest test ever. For until now it has not been clear — and 
previous Alignment regimes could not decide — whether the 
purpose of settlement in the areas is to stake out a claim of 
sovereignty for the State of Israel, or to assert the right of Jews 
to build a home in any part of Bretz Yisrael. 

Now there can no longer be any question which it Is. The 
settlers of the Jordan Valley are up In arms: understandably 
enough, they do not wish to live under any rule but Israel's. And 
Alignment leader Peres, citing earlier government under- 
takings, is backing them to the hilt. 

Thus for the moment Mr. Begin can rely — a supreme irony — 
on the unstinting support of only the most "dovish" section of 
the political community. 

Some of the criticism of the Prime Minister’s plan may, of 
course, be due to the fog in which essential features are still 
shrouded. For example, it Is still unknown whether the plan en- 
visages temporary or permanent autonomy lor the West Bank, 
with or without an eventual tie-up with Jordan. Yet this Is of 
crucial Importance in evaluating the scheme. 

But if it is mlsreportlng, or under-reporting, which is respon- 
sible for the domestic tumult, then it Is Mr. Be gin's bounden 
duty to enlighten the public, or at least its elected represen- 
tatives, of the true facts. The plea of secrecy is surely inadmissi- 
ble after Mr. Begin ’s meeting with Mr. Carter, and Mr. Carter’s 
full report to Mr. Sadat. 

It is good to know that the negotiating momentum is being 
kept up, with Defence Minister Weizman conferring with Presi- 
dent Sadat and Egyptian War Minister G&masy on security 
arrangements in Sinai, and Mr. Begin himself preparing for a 
meeting with Mr. Sadat. But such momentum, welcome as it is, 
cannot be allowed to result in the presentation of fails accompli# 
to the nation. 


Storm in a milk jug 


rr IS GOOD to have voluntary associations that speak up when 
they think that some aspect of the public Interest Is being 
damaged ; it is bad when there arises a frontal collision between 
respected public agencies over a sensitive matter such as food 
hygiene, that affects every family, and must leave many 
housewives in a dither of indecision. 

First it was eggs — arc they good for the health or do they 
fazing on heart attacks? Now it is the nation's mflk — is it so sodden 
with the residue of certain pesticides as to cause cancer? The 
Consumer Shield organization raised a scare about the milk; 
the Ministry of Health denied that there Is any danger in this 
nutritious fluid; and the Milk Marketing Board published a big 
advertisement in this paper quoting men of science to the effect 
that Israel's milk is safe and is good for you. 

It should be made clear before anything else that everybody 
in Israel eats eggs and everybody drinks milk (or eats milk 
products) and that not everybody in consequence suffers heart 
ailments or cancer of the brain. The question la only whether 
persons prone to cardiac trouble might become more prone by 
eating two eggs every day. or whether the incidence of cancer 
might be raised because traces of the DDT used In the cowshed 
and the pastures find their way into the milk we consume. 

So there seems little cause for panic. To tell the public, as the 
consumers’ association has done, that local milk should not be 
fed to babies is almost like advising residents of Tel Aviv to stop 
breathing the air because it is polluted. Milk is an Important 
nourishment, for which there is no ready substitute. 

On the other hand, the Consumer Shield organization's com- 
plaint should certainly not be Ignored. The health authorities 
have to re-examine their food safety regulations; and not only 
that. The time has come to set up an outside authority, made up 
of experts in the subject, who will do for food, drink and drugs 
something like what the Standards Institute does for manufac- 
tured goods: set quality standards. 

The government is obliged to deal with all topics from a varie- 
ty of aspects — economic (how much it costs to change the crop 
protection system); social (how many families make a living 
out of dairy herds); political (how popular would a ban be) ; as 
well as medical. 

What is needed is an authoritative, non-political entity that is 
concerned only with the health aspect of the problem. Its 
pronouncements would in practice be binding. If it declared a 
particular foodstuff wholesome and free of Infection, the 
housewife would feel reassured. If It found that a certain item of 
consumption had been rendered clinically unsafe by the use of 
particular agricultural chemicals, the government would have 
no option but to do something about it. 

Professor Baruch Mod an. Deputy Director-General of the 
Health Ministry, has stated that bis Ministry is planning an 
"independent food authority." The idea was brought up by the 
new Minister, Eliezer Shostak. 

Let us hope that it will cover the topics which, in the United 
States, are the province of the Food and Drugs Administration. 
The sooner such a body is formed, the better.

DAVID KRIVINB examines Jewish population trends in 
Israel and the Diaspora in the light of studies by Professor 
Roberto Bachi. 


THE JEWISH community in the 
Diaspora la shrinking. The rate of 
natural increase among Jews is 
lower than that of their host pop- 
~ illations. There is a higher percen- 
tage of aged Jews than aged gentiles. 

The Jewish community in Israel Is 
g r owin g. Births exceed deaths — quite 
apart from the effect of immigration. 
But in Israel, too, population growth 
is less among the Jews than among 
the Arabs. 

Why are Jewish demographic 
trends different? A couple of new 
publications by Professor Roberto 
BachJ examine the question. One is a 
full-length book called “The Popula- 
tion of Israel," Issued In two identical 
editions, one under the auspices of 
the Institute of Contemporary Jewry 
•at the Hebrew university, the cither 
under' the imprint of the Committee 
for the International Coordination of 
National Research in Demography. 

The other Is a short volume called 
"Population Trends in World 
Jewry.” It evolved out of a lecture 
which Bachi delivered In January, 
1975, at the study circle an Diaspora 
Jewry held at the home of the Presi- 
dent of Israel. 

King Solomon's realm comprised, 
in all probability, only a million 
Jews. That was in the 10th Century 
BCE. A thousand years later, in the 
1st Century CE. their number had 
doubled. But they were decimated in 
the Roman wars that followed. , 

By that time, a Diaspora had come 
Into existence. World Jewry 
amounted to 4.5m. persons, Including 
a million In Egypt, as well as a large 
community in Babylon. The numbers 
dwindled over the Middle Ages. By 
1800 , which can he considered the 
beginning of modern times, the world 
contained 2.5m. Jews in all. 

- World population bad multiplied 
three times during those 18 cen- 
turies. Why had the Jews lagged so 
badly? They were concentrated In 
the poorest parts of Europe; they 
were herded into urban ghetioes and 
natural Increase was lower in towns 
then in the country; above all, they 
were subject to persecution. Many 
found themselves cut off from the 
Jewish community through conver- 
sion, voluntary or forced. 


horizons of Western Europe, the 
United States and the British 
dominions. 

Then came the Holocaust Since' 
then, the trend , has been negative 
again. At the present time, not 
enough daughters are being brought 
into the world to replace the mothers. 
It may be that the Jews are merely 
abiding by the practices of the par- 
ticular, more prosperous class to 
which they belong. There are no 
statistics about the demography of 
individual income and occupational 
groups. 

Bachi thinks that the Jews may 
even be ahead of the race, har- 
bingers of new behavioural patterns . 
that will, in due course, spread to the 
rest of the population. Intermarriage 
Is also a factor where the family 
stops being Jewish (which happens 
more In Europe than America). 


WHATEVER the cause, Jews In the 
Diaspora are having fewer children. 
The figures are striking. There are 
more people over Si than under 1C. In 
Rpssia, the percentage change 
among the Jews has gone something 
like this:

1926 28.8 4.3 

1970 10.5 19.8 ' 

The figure for non-Jews in the 
developed countries has also worsen- 
ed, but not bo much. Here is the com- 
parison (in 1970): 


The Diaspora population did not 
decline between 1946 and 1972. That 
is partly because there was a "baby 
boom" immediately after the 
Holocaust. Since then the statistics 
show a downward trend. Says Bachi: 
"In the last decade or so, fertility 
has decreased sharply. Levels of 
Jewish fertility have been 
systematically lower (hen' those for 
other population groups." 

. In another place he observes: 
“Taking the' Jewish Diaspora as a 
whole, the proportion of children is 
about half, and the proportion of old 
people more than double that .among 
the entire world population. '* 

And again : 

"Apart from a few exceptions 
(such as perhaps Canada) almost a H 
Diaspora groups are in a phase; of 
demographic regress." 

This is not so — u yet — in Israel . 
The under-ies In 1673 came to 29 JJ 
per cent the favarJB* to only 8.7 per 
cent This is a decline from the peak 
reached in the 1900a (85.3 per cent 
under 15 In 1957, '4.7 per cent over 
65); but it is still better than the 
average for non-Jews In the 
developed countries. The trend in 
Israel towards smaller families, 
however, does pr es e n t demographic 
dangers far the future..

In North America the figure for 
the Jews Is better. In the U.8. the 
under-IGs were 22.2 per cent In 1971, 
the over 65s, 11,5 per cent. The situa- 
tion 1 is similar In Canada as Bachi 
shows by comparing the per cen- 
tages In earlier decades:

THE BREAK came in the 19th Cen- 
tury. During the period from 1800 to 
the outbreak of Hitler's war, the 
Jewish population soared sixfold, 
from 2 Jim. to 16.8m. That was faster 
than in the world at large. At the 
time, the advanced or industrializing 
■countries were expanding more ra- 
pidly, for a change, than the 
backward countries. Both enjoyed a 
hi g h birth-rate ; but the advanced 
nations had reduced the death-rate — 
[that is, were long-lived — and their 
population growth was accordingly 
higher. 

The Jews were Increasing faster 
stDL They remained dominantly urban 

though middle-class urban this 

time — and they were shifting to 
bigger cities. They were abandoning 
the unremuneratlve jobs (trade, the 
crafts) and entering, with the aid of 
enthusiastic book learning, -more 
sophisticated occupations (finance, 
the professions). They were packing 
their bags and migrating from the 
stifling hovels of the Jewish Foie In 
Eastern -Europe towards the wider 


In Asia and North Africa, Jewish 
reproduction figures were ‘always 
high* but these communities have 
been dispersed (many families im- 
migrated to Israel), and their 
number is negligible today. 


THE CHANGE In the geographical 
distribution of the Jewish population 
over the globe is drastic. I have con- 
solidated Bachl's figures into five 
groups, with the following results (in 
thousands): 


FORECASTS are still optimistic. 
Bachi cites projections madeib 1975 
by the Central Bureau at Statistics 
(a department that he had founded, 
and headed until ids r e tir e m ent in 
2971). Assuming there is no im- 
migration, the Jewish population in 
Israel will rise over a 20-year period 
from 2,810,000 in 1973 to 3,508,000 in 
1998 — an lncreaae of over a quarter. 
By December, 1976, it had reached 
8,017,500,' 

Two other alternative suppositions 
are made: an average annual im- 
migration of either 25,000 or 50,000, 
This would yield & Jewish population 
figure for 1993 of 4,120,000 in. one 
case, of 4,645,000 In the other. 

The non- Jewish community in. 
Israel (excluding the administered 
areas) win double, simply through 
natural increase, from 497,000 to 1,- 
063,000. Thai means a rise for them 

— U there is no Jewish Immigration 

— from 25 per cent of the total pop- 
ulation to almost a quarter. 

If we include in the calculation ah 
the Arabs living under Israeli ad- 
ministration at this moment, in 
Israel and the occupied territories 
together, their number will by 1993 
practically equal the number of 
Jews In the country. 

That will not be the case, of course 
(as s u pporters of the Greater Israel 
movement never cease to point out)., . 
If there is a sizeable Jewish im- 
migration..

DDT IS A CARCINOGEN 


To the Editor qf The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — When a man who has ap- 
parently devoted a good part ot Ids 
adult life to the production of a 
product defends the product public- 
ly, there is often room to question bis 
objectivity. 

fix his letter (December 11 J in 
defence of DDT, Dr. J. Rosin says 
the anti-DDT campaign was led by 
politically-motivated groups. In fact, 
Consumer Shield, which has seen fit 
to warn the public of the potential 
dangers inherent In the consumption 
of Israel milk and milk products, is 
the only Israel consumer organiza- 
tion that is totally independent of 
political, governmental or commer- 
cial Influence and funding. 

Dr. Rosin proclaims: "There was 
never any proof whatsoever that 
(DDT) is carcinogenic." This state- 
ment would certainly be of Interest 
to the U-8. Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare who nearly 
10 years ago was zaade aware by his 
expert commission on pesticides and 
their relationship to environmental 
health that DDT was Indeed a car- 
cinogen. At about the same time, 
research funded by the American 
National Institutes of Health and 
performed in part by the American 
National Cancer Institute gave the 
same verdict: DDT is a carcinogen. 
(Interestingly, well over 100 highly 
suspicious compounds including in- 
dustrial chemicals and pesticides 
were tested In their research. Fewer 
than 10 per cent of them were shown 
to be carcinogenic ; DDT was one of 
these few.) Since that time, other 
studies have served to confirm the 
original findings. 

Additionally, it was discovered a s 
early as 1947 that DDT, in addition to 
being carcinogenic, was also a 
mutagen. Here again, subsequent 
research up to the present time has 
repeatedly confirmed the original 
findings. Mutation is a change In the 
genetic material of /the cell that can 
cause miscarriages, birth defects, 
and genetic diseases. Such genetic 
damage, once it has occurred, is per- 
manent and irreparable. 

For Dr. Rosin, it may be 
"statistically significant" that 
workers at Ids DDT plant did not- 
develop cancer, but then again 
cancer research is not Dr. Rosin’s 
field. An expert committee of the 
International Agency for Research 


in Cancer it the WHO, and other in- 
dependent scientists whose expertise 
lies in the field of cancer research, 
have reviewed the data derived from 
studies involving workers in 
pesticide plants. They have found 
the number of workers investigated 
too small, their time ot exposure too 
short, and the follow-up inadequate 
to exonerate DDT or other pesticides 
of human carcinogenicity. It must be 
remembered that, in man, the lag 
time between exposure to a car- 
cinogen like DDT and the 
appearance of cancer may be 20-80 
years or more. 

Dr. Rosin's implication that DDT 
is a cancer cure is too ridiculous to 
require further comment. As to his 
statement that DDT Is effective 
against malarial mosquitoes. Con- 
sumer Shield Is In full agreement; 
but we are not aware that there is 
much of a malaria problem at the 
milk, cheese and butter counters. 

Consumer Shield stands by Its 
grave warning to the public regar- 
ding the presence of large amounts 
of carcinogenic and mutagenic 
pesticides in Israel milk and milk 
products. Readers Interested In 
more detailed information on the 
subject may obtain it free of charge 
by sending a stamped, self- 
addressed, long (No. 20} envelope to 
Consumer Shield, P.O .Box 26101, Tel 
Aviv.
